ed in a buitding that fits it. 

dn this two-story brick, with base- 
Nlent, a visitor finds basket ball room, 
Sand manuaj training room in the 
baseinent; the usual schoo! roums on 
ine lirst fioor; and in addition, the do- 
mestic science room; bubbling foun- 
tains for drinking water on both 
tours; on the second floor, library, 
‘Superintendent’s office, laboratory, 
‘classrooms, and large auditorium. 

Strolling around, I saw, on the Su- 
permtendent’s desk, Henry’s Feeds 
and Feeding. 

Lovking in the book cases of the 
iiorary, 1 gaw the standard books on 
soils, poultry, animal husbandry, farm 
crops, fruxt culture, farm manage- 
ment, fertilizers—a wheel barrow 
joad of them. 

They are used right along. 

In the laboratory 1 saw a bushel 
crate of Rural Russet potatoes, grown 
on the school farm, and in the class 
room now to be studied. 

On the wall were clusters of ear 
corn, grown on the school farm, and 
here to be studied. 

Here were stalks of Hubam clover, 
stools of Sudan grass, bottles of the 
roots of vetch and alfalfa showing 
nodules, and mixtures of vetch and 
rye all from the school experimental 
Tarm, and here to be studied, 

Boys and girls of grades seven and 
above talk familiarly about treating 
seed grains with formaldehyde, of 
soaking seed potatoes in corrosive 
sublimate solution, and about lime 
requirements of soil. 

The sehvol is equipped with a Tru- 
eg Soil Tester, and a Babcock Milk 
Lester. 

There are platform scales, tape for 
measuring rods and acres, and var- 
ious measures of capacity. 

And why not? These things, and 
more, are needed in the processes of 
giving the young people the school- 
ing they need. 

These children have had training in 
poultry culling under a’ specialist. 

Some of them will be started in 
farm accounting this winter by a spe- 
alist from our Agricultural College; 
will continue with the accounting at 
home, on the farm home problems, 
for one year and will be given credit 
on it as a school subject. 

Think of the sad little village 
schools, where they think they have 
time for Latin, but not for any of 
these things! 

The school has sold over fifty dol- 
tars worth of products from the ex- 
perimental farm, and have over a 
bundred dollars worth of Hubam clo- 
ver seed yet for sale. 

Classes are not held for the pur- 
pose of raising these things to sell. 

They accumulate in the process of 
study. 

The school does not keep tools or 
stock of any kind for carrying on the 
farm, 

Fitting the ground is hired. From 
that on the pupils do the rest. 

They study the market reports and 
vote when to sell their petato crop. 

These boys and girls are growing 
up knowing all the things about sails; 
crops, and stock that county agents 
are trying to teach their fathers.

If poultry is to be studied and 
drones culled out, there are flocks 
sent in from farms. 

There are two great educational 
principles followed: 

(1) Connect school with home. 

(2) Cornect up the school with the 
iiving, throbbing world. 

How does Buckley get all these 
good things? 

By consolidation, without which it 
never could have been done. 

Buckley village school united with 
five country schools, just as hundreds 
of other sad little village schools and 
starving country schools ought to do, 

Then they organized under the Rur- 
al Agricultural School Act, and got 
a lot of money from the State and 
United States governments, just as 
hundreds of others ought to organize, 

The chance is there for all as well 
as for Buckley and all the five consol- 
idated schools of that county. 

The children are brought in by 2 
horse rig, and an auto bus that makes 
a long and a short trip each morning. 

Folks who obstructed, held back, 
and clung to the last straw of chance 
to make trouble can’t imagine any- 
thing more to kick about, and all are 
satisfied. 

Consolidation makes possible the 
enlargement and the enrichment of 
the country child. ‘ 

The country child should be put into 
sympathetic and intelligent relation 
to his environment. 

Consolidated schools help do it. 
Country school studies should relate 
more to the life of the child. 

This is possible in consolidated 
schools, and not largely possible with- 
out consolidation. 

The hardest of all educational prob- 
lems is to reach the average farmer 
und to enlist his active cooperation 
for the betterment of the country 
school. 

Dean Eugene Davenport of Illinois 
College of Agriculture most truly 
says: 

“The consolidated school is the on- 
ly plan proposed that will keep intact 
the country home, educate the child 
within the environment in which he 
is growing up, and make him the in- 
tellectual equal of his city cousin. 

Any plan short of this is not only 
unjust to the individual, but is disas- 
trous-to country life.”

One man could hardly have written 
the extracrdinary number of books 
that are credited to Alexandre Dumas. 
The fact was angrily brought wp in 
the noveliat’s lifetiare, some hostile 
erlties polnting to an output of 60 
volumes ing single year and asking 
how thia could be justified.” 

Dumas did employ a host of collab- 
orators and his partinlity for jokes 
made bis practice seem worse than it 
reoily was. On one occasion an erdent 
adinirer ventured to remark that he 
had found a mistake in geography in 
one of the novels, “Which one?” asked 
Dumas. The worshiper gave the title. 
“Oh, the devil!” cried the novelist “] 
have not read it. Let me ace, who 
dia that for me It was the rascal 
Auguste. W'll fit him for that.” 

Whe truth about “Dumas and Com- 
Reny” is involved and difficult to reach. 
There are novels bearing his name that 
the great romancer probably had little 
to do with. But these are not his great 
tales. 

His principal collaborator was Au- 
Buste Maquet. He was an able writer, 
but, as many critics have pointed out, 
Maquet without Dumas would hardly 
be remembered today, while Dumas 
without Maquet would stil] be Dumas. 
Almost always, when he worked with 
Maquet, Dumas would suggest the sub- 
ject for a story. Then be would draw 
ap au outiine and put down chapter 
headings and divisions. Maquet would 
fill in the outline and afterwards Du- 
mas would rewrite the whole story, 
aspally adding and altering a tremen- 
dous amount and infusing It -with the 
genius that was Incking. It wos Ma- 
qguet who worked with Dumas upon 
“The Three Musketecrs” and its sequels, 


EW of us with red blood in our 
veins ever lose our interest in 
deeds of valor and adventure, 

and Dumas is a master in his delinea- 
tion of soldiers of fortune—their fatal 
marksmanship, their matchless wield- 
ing of sword and rapier, and their 
hairbreadth escapes. 

In “Twenty Years After’ he pre- 
sents his “Three Musketeers” some- 
what more matured and not as rollick- 
ing as when we met them in their early 
manhood, but just as ready to cham- 
pion the needy and unfortunate. 

Louis XIII of France is dead. His 
son, the king, ts but ten years of age, 
Vhe mighty Richelieu Is in his grave. 
Mazarin is cardinal, and though but @ 
ghost of his illustrious predecessor, he 
holds almost absolute control over the 
queen—Anne of Austria. 

i The conditions are opportune for a 
story of personal daring and bloody en- 
counter. 

Mazarin js an Italian and 1s uni- 
versally hated. Paris is leagued 
against the ministry, and the soldiers 
of the royal guard are attacked and 
their Ieutenant — Cummings — is 
wounded, Everywhere there are fore- 
bodings and cries of “Down with Maz- 
arin.” The cardinal disguises himself 
and inspects the city. He finds the 
“Frondeurs’—the insurrectionists—in 
full sway. Somehow he must secure 
trusty servants or downfall awaits 
him. WD’‘Artagnan, the Heutenant of 
the musketeers, is recommended, to- 
gether with his three sturdy col- 
fengues. Count de Rochefort is brought 
from confinement in the Pastile to tes- 
tify to D'Artagnan's allegiance, and 

Is freed by the mob while being taken 
‘back to prison. Mazarin Is In despair 
and tells the queen that “the whole 
world conspires to break their bonds,” 
and D'Artagnan is directed to find his 
three friends and attach them to the 
royal service. Aramis—Abbe D'Her- 
blay—is an ecclesinstic In love with 
Madame de Longueville, He hates the 
cardinal and refuses. 

Porthos—the glant—living in lux- 
ury as Monsieur de Valon de Bracieux 
de Pierrefonds, desires above all else 
to be a baron. He enlists. 

Athos—Monsieur de la Fere—re- 
formed from drink and devoted to a 
young ward—Viscount de Bragelonne 
—is still, as of old, a noble minded 
lover of the people, and will not serve 
the cardinal. 

Two for and two egainst Mazarin. 
therefore the musketeers make their 
way to Paris, where there !g great 
excitement because of a prophecy that 
Due de Beaufort—the grandson off 
Henry IV and the idol of the populace 
—will escape from the dungeon of Vin- 
cennes before Whitsuntide. Beaufort 
hates Mazarin and uses tngenious 
means of ridiculing him. Grimaud, a 
servant of Athos, is set to guard him, 
and he, with Count de Rochefort, ef- 
fect his escape; and D'’Artagnan and 
Porthos, 
have an encounter in which they are 
taken prisoner by Athos and Aramis, 
but are set free and the four pledge 
mutual friendship. Meanwhile the 
prepnrations for Insurrection are in- 
tensified and a new ally of the papu- 
Ince cause {fs found in Abbe Scarron 
—“the queen's invalid,” who ts in con- 
trol of the mendicants of Paris, and 
whose pension has been cut off by 
Mazarin. Another {mportant -charac- 
ter is algo introduced at this Juncture 
—fa wounded soldier calls for a priest, 
and he who responds proves to be the 
Monk Mordaunt, a desperate charac- 
ter whose sole aim is to avenge the 
denth of his mother, in which the 
“Three Musketeers” participated. 
Learning from the man to whom he 
ministered that he had been the ex- 
ecutloner of Milady, Mordaunt stabs 


him to the heart) 


seeking to recapture him.

escape. eat : 
_At this time Lord de Winter--unele 
of Mordaunt—comes quietly to Paris 


.1to convey a fetter from Charles I of 


Englahd to Queén Hentléetta, who. is 
an exile tn France, telling of the des- 
perate strasie in which he ig placed by 
the troops of Oliver Cromwell and dl- 
recting her to entreat Mazarin to grant 
hirg asylum. Henrletta goes to plead 
with the cardinal, but fs preceded by 
Mordaunt, who is an: envoy of Crom- 
well, bearing from the Puritan leader 
the message that “to receive King 
Charles wilt be equal to flagrant hoestil- 
ities,” 

The queen's petition is accordingly 
refused, and she is in great despair; 
but De Winter tells her there are four 
men who might be able to save her 
husband. Of the four Athos and Ara- 
mis are persuaded to make the ven- 
ture, and they leave for Boulogne se- 
cretly, followed and spied upon by 
Mordaunt, leaving D’Artagnan and 
Porthos {n the service of Mazarin. 

But affairs grow worse in Parts. 
The archbishop of. the city 1s ridiculed 
at court when he warns the queen not 
to provoke civil war, and though the 
cardinal tries to assuage his anger 
by a gift of goid, he goes forth as a 
Jeader of the Frondists and instructs 
his curates to excite insurrection. 
Count de Rochefort commands a de- 
tachment of soldiers, and Abbe Scar- 
ron, the Beggar of St. Hustache, dis- 
Plays a signal from the tower of St. 
Jacques which summons thousands to 
barricade the streets. 

Every Frondist wears a straw in his 
hat. Everywhere there are cries of 
“Down With Mazarin”—“Long Hve 
Brousse!.” Riot is rampant in all 
parts of the city gnd the tumult 
swells to a revolution, The mob 
presses forward to the very gates of 
the royal palace, demanding the re- 
lease of Counsellor Broussel, who has 
been Imprisoned. “Never!” cries the 
queen, but the gates are stormed and 
she yields, and Brousse! is enthusi- 
astically welcomed by the populace. 

Affairs are now so serious that the 
queen resolves to leave Paris. D’Art- 
agnon and Porthos effect her escape 
and that of Mazarin, and the court is 
established at St. Germain; after 
which the two cavallers are sent to 
England with a message from Mazarin 
to Cromwell. They are ordered to obey 
an officer who proves to be Mordaunt, 
of whom Aramis has by letter warned 
them to beware. They make their way 
to the royalist camp at Newcastle, 
where Mordrunt bribes the Scotch 
Highlanders to desert their king, and 
when Charles attempts to escape. an 
engagement takes place, during which 
D'Artagnan and Porthos take two 
prisoners, who turn out to be their 
old friends Athos and Aramis. Mor- 
daunt recognizes them and Is, by Crom- 
well, allowed to dispose of them as he 
will, but they get away before he can 
seize them. 

The four mnsketeers meet and re- 
solve to rescue King Charles. They 
get the cay:aln of his guard into a 
game of cards and make the attempt, 
but Mordaunt appears with soldiers 
and they flee to London, disguise them- 
selves, and attend the trial and exe- 
cution of the king. They corner Mor- 
daunt in Cromwell’s house, but he es- 
capes from them by a secret passage, 
and they plan to get back to France. 

They engage a vessel to take them 
across fhe channel, but Mordaunt is 
ahead of them, hiding in the cabin, 
There ure five barrels of powder 
aboard which he intends to explode 
after .magking his escape in a small 
boat. But his diaholical plan is dis- 
covered, and the four friends with 
their servants cut the small boat 
adrift; the vesse} blows up and Mor- 
daunt, trying to drown Athos, is 
killed. . 

The mnsketeers reach France and 
find the Parisians furious. The queen, 
having been asked to retire, had an- 
swered with a threat, and the popu- 
Ince demanded that Mazarin retire at 
once from court, and in a week from 
France. Civil war ensues, and at the 
battle of Charenton Aramis and Athos 
learn that D'Artagnan and Porthos 
have been arrested. Athos goes to the 
queen to secure their release and is 
himself seized and all three are im- 
prisoned tn the pavilion of the or- 
angery at Rouel; but they overcome 
the guard and seize Mazarin and bear 
him away to Porthos’ chateau, where 
they make him sign a treaty with the 
Frondists, which is afterwards con- 
firmed by the queen. 

Porthos obtains his barony and 
D’Artagnan is made captain of the 
musketeers. The queen returns to 
Paris. Aramis leaves for Normandy, 
accompanied by Madame de Longue- 


ville. Athos retires to his estate at 
Bragelonne, Porthos goes back to 
Bracieux. 


D’Artagnan remains in the royal 
service hoping some day to be mare- 
chal of France, saying to Madcieine, 
his hostess: “Give me your apart- 
ment on the first floor, now that I 
am a captain in the musketeers I 
mast Make an appearance, Neverthe- 
less, still keep my room on the fifth 
story for me; one never knows what 
may happen.” :

Ceremony Follows Return of Victore 
With Their Grewsome Trophies 
—Women in Welcoming Party. 

Prof. Carl Lumhboltz, in his book, 
“Through Central Borneo,” gives an 
intimate description of bead hunting 
anong the tribes there. He gives n 
description of a raid by (en KRukats 
upon a small party of Suputans who 
were on a hunt The slayers hurried 
off with three heads, 

The last night out the head hunters 
always sleep near their own kapons. 
and early pext morning, while it is 
still dark, they come singing. The peo- 
ple of the kumpong awake, array them- 
selves in their best finery and go to 
ineet them, the women wearing their 
newest skirts and bringing pieces of 
cloth to present to the conquerors. A 
head is carried suspended trom = the 
conqueror’s neck until it ts taken from 
him by a woman, who gives bin a 
piece of cloth to weur instead, pos- 
sibly as a badge of heroism. It makes 
no difference whether tbis service te 
performed by his wife, by another 
worn or by another man's wife. 
Heads are then bung from a beam in 
the bouse of the kapala, and the cloths 
are returned to the women. The bead 
bunters must take their food apart 
from thelr associates, and {no the pres. 
ence of the heads they have taken. 
At meals a pinch of rice is put into 
a hole made with a spear point in the 
top of the skull, and the head fs ad- 
dressed in certain words: “Eat this 
rice. Don't be angry. Take care of 


me. Make this body of wine well.’ 
During the period of ‘restrictions im- 
posed upon the hunters the hends re- 
main in the same place. sharing the 
meals ia thts manner. After twelve

The Secretary of the Northeasterr. 
Michigan Development Bureau has 
been appointed on a special committee 
to consider the question of running 
extension trains, similar to the Better 
Sire Special, over the railroads of 
Michigan.

Each and all have in one way been a 
disappointment to the Secretary in 
that the farmers and others, in be- 
half of whom the trains were really 
run, did not seem to take full advan- 
tage of the opportunities offered, 
hence we believe that before passing 
judgment on the feasibility of run- 
ning additional trains it might be 
well for the farmers and others inter- 
ested in Northeastern Michigan to 
express their desires. 

In these special trains we always 
have the co-operation of the railroads, 
the Agricultural College, and now al- 
so will have the co-operation of the 
new State Department of Agriculture.

SUCCULENT ‘FEED FOR cows: 


Dried Kents Pomace Does Not Cause 


Decrease in Milk Flow Nor Yield 
of Butterfat. 


{Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) ' 


Dried or “evaporated” apple pomace 
Qs & succulent feed for the dairy cow 
is the subject of.a preliminary report 
from the bureau of chemistry and an- 
imal industry of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture based on an 
experiment to determine the feeding 
value of, dried-apple pomace, espectal- 
ly its gultability as food for cows in 
lactation. Preliminary results ate re 
ported because of a large number of 
inquiries on” the subject. 

The text of the report follows: 

It appears. there is a belief among 
dalrymen that the dried product has 
a tendency to cut down the milk flow, 
or even cause cows to go dry, although 
apple pomace fresh from the cider 
press ig generally recognized as being 
& good succulent, feed for milk cows, 
To test the soundness of this belfef a 
feeding trial has been carried out by 
the department. Only one cow was 
used in this test, and the total quan- 
tity of dried pomace fed was less than 
400 pounds; therefore it must be borne 
in mind that the results obtained, 
while indicative, cannot be accepted 
aa conclusive. 

In this feeding trial the dried-apple 
pomace was fed wet and its. feeding 
value compared with that of corn si- 
lage, since it is Intended to be a sue 
eulent feed. The pomace was pre 
pared by adding to the dry material 
three times its. weight of water sev- 
eral hours before feeding, thus pro 
duciig a feed similar in water con- 
tent to that of corn silage. 

For a period of 30. days the cow re- 
ceived a balance ration consisting of 
grain, bay, abd corn silage. The gi. 
lage was then replaced by the apple 
pomace for. a similar length of time, 
following a ten-day transition period 
for the change in diet, and after a like 
transition period at the end of 380 days 
the original ration containing silage 
was resumed and continued for a third 
80-day period. 

The quantity fed—36 pounds of wet 
pomace per day—was such that the 
total dry matter In the pomace 
equalled the weight of dry matter in 
the silage replaced. The quantities of 
grain and hay fed remained practical- 
ly constant throughout the whole ex- 
periinent, 

While the data obtained are not 
sufficient to warrant the drawing of 
final and definite conclusions, the indl-

cations are that no bad effects fullow 
the feeding of dried-apple pomace, 
There was no decrease in the milk 
flow nor in the yleld of butterfat. 
When fed as described the dried 
pomnce appeared to be equal, pound 
for pound of dry matter, to good corn 
silage ag a succulent food for this 
dairy cow. Owing to the property 
which jt possesses of absorbing large 
quantittes of water and swelling, it 
should never be fed dry, but should 
ve allowed to soak in water for an 
hueur or se before feeding. The

Caution Is advised in feeding dried 
apple pomace, as there is a possiblity 
that the feeding of large quantities, or 
of quantities containing excessive 
amounts of apple seeds, might prove 
injurious, It appears to be safe, how- 
ever, to feed as inuch sonked pomace’ 
by welght (one part dried pomace to 
three pnris water) as it would be to 
feed the same amount of pumace fresh 
from the cider press,

SERVED IN WORLD WAR AT 70 


Lieutenant Colonel Wood Began 
Fighting for His Country at Age 
of Fifteen, 


One of the most remarkable war 
records ever brought to light ls that 
of Lieut, Col. 
Marshall W. 
Wood, U. 8. A. 
(retired) of 
Buise, Idaho, who 
began fighting for 
his country in 
the Civil war at 
the age of fif- 
teen years and, 
after surviving 
campaigns In the 
Indian and Span- 
ish - American 
wars, entered the 
World war when seventy yeurs old, 
serving nearly three years. 


Today, although seventy-five years 
old, Colonel Wood is inspector general 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and is chaplain of the John Regan 
post of the American Legion, Boise, 
Idaho, which he organized and served 
as its first commander. 

Colonel Wood was’ born June 4, 
1846, Fifteen years Inter he was 
bearing a musket in the Civil war. He 
was twice wounded during this serv- 
lee, Later, he served in the Indian 
wars as senior medica) officer tn two 
expeditions against the Cheyenne and 
Sloux, In the Spanish-American war 
he was chief surgeon of the First dl- 
vision of the Fifth army corps from 
{ts organization untl) its abadunment 
after the Santiago campaign. 

In the World war Colonel Wood was 
on active duty from June 238, 1916, un- 
til February 28, 1919. He was under 
fire in all except the World war and 
received three medals for distin- 
guished service.

Man takes many trips on the face 
of the globe; it might be well for him 
to sour beyond the clouds to observe 
the time table and routes of the 
spheres and note the relation of his 
earth to the celestial scheme of things. 

When a mighty storm sweeps over 
the ocean, when a great war devas- 
tates a contiuent, when a Katmai 
blows off her head, when an earth- 
quake destroys a populous city, men 
stund overwhelined and awed at the 
spectacle, 

But how Nttle and Insignificant are 
such forces, mensured by the majestic 
might of the éurth as it sweeps on 
{ts course around the sunt 

An eminent phsycist has estimated 
that the power developed by a millton 
Niagaras in a million years would not 
the energy expended by the 
earth in a single second as it circles 
round the sun. 

And yet so perfect is the mechanism 
that, flying around its axls at an 
equatorial speed of more than 
1.000 miles an hour, and around Its 
orbit at more than 1,100 miles a min- 
ute, all the mundane influences of 
whieh »asironomers know could not 
change the length of its day as much 
us a second in 160.000 years. 

But as soon as one looks out into 
space with the eve of the astronomer, 
there comes the discovery that in all 
ifs seeming greatness the earth is so 
small that even a telescope 10.000 
times as powerful as the strongest In- 
strument now in existence would not 
reven) it to an astronomer on any 
fixed star. 

Compared with the sun, our planet's 
insignificance becames evident. More 
than 1,500,000 spheres dike ours would 
he needed te make a bulk equal to 
that of a singie sun, 

Herschel’s Picture of Solar System. 

Perhops our most ecraphie pieture of 
the solar system is given by Herschel. 
Imagine a circular field two and a halt 
miles in dinmeter; place a library 
globe two feet in diameter in the very 
center, 82 feet away put @ mustard 
seed. The globe will represent the 
sun and the mustard seed Mercury. 

At a distance of 142 fert plare a 
pea, and unother at 210 feet, These 
will represent Venus and the earth, 
loth as to sive and distauce, A 
rither targe pinhead at a distance of 
427 feet will speak for Mars, and a 
fair-sized tangerine a quarter of a 
mile distant will stand for Jupiter. A 
saat lemon at two-fifths of a mile 
will play the role of Saturn, a large 
cherry tree three-fourths of a mile will 
answer for Uranus, end a falr-sized 
plum at the very edge of the theld 
will proclaim Neptune. 

Whether studied as the head of the 
planetary family to which the earth 
belongs, or whether as an average 
member of the great household of suns 
that dwell in the distant skies, Old 
Sol has many thrills for the student. 

To the inhabitants of the earth the 
fact that he shines is the most tmpor- 
tant physical consideration in life. 
From him we derive warmth, light 
and power; without him the oceans 
und even the air Itself would freeze; 
and, of course, under such conditions, 
Hfe would be impossible. 

While the stars appear to us about 
as much like the sun as the firefiles 
of a Summer night, yet the patient in- 
vestlentions of astronomers show not 
only that the sun is a stir, but that 
It is by no menns ether the largest or 
brightest of the celestial family.  As- 
sured that ft fs a star and knowing 
that the next nearest one Js 300,000 
astronomers ad- 
dressed themsctves fo the task of 
learning about the other stars by 
studying our own. They found that 
there are some Uke tt. giving out the 
same kind af Heht, thongh most of 
them send us, threngh the spectrum, 
messages that tell quite different 
atorles, 

All In a Vast Migration, 

When we consider the salar system 
—with its great sun, its elght planets 
and thelr 27 moons, and its 800 aster- 
ofds—as occupying an area whose di- 
ameter 18 nearly 6,000,000,000 miles 
(some 6,000,000 times ns far as from 
New York to Chicago). it {8 amazing 
to think that there may be mililons of 
other solar systems as large or larger 
than our own, coniparatively close to 
us as star distances go, though so re- 
mote that thelr planets could not be 
geen by the astronomers of the earth,

So careful an astronomer as Agnes 
M. Clarke, tells us that a skiff {on 
a vast, unfurrowed ocean could not 
be more utterly alone than is our solar 
system in its little corner of the unl- 
verse, She continues: 

“Yet the sun is 00 [solated body. To 
each Individual of the unnumbered 
stars strewing the firmament, down to 
the faintest speck of light, it 
stands In some kind of relationship.” 

Spectroscopic studies and sky ob- 
servation alike tell us that our sun 
and his family sre all headed in a 
great migration across the sky to 


ward a point between the constella- . 


tlons of Hercules and Lyra. 

The speed with which we are trav- 
eling in that direction is 12 miles a 
second. The velocity of an ‘artillery 
shell is around 3,000 feet a second; 
that of the sun is 63,000 feet. An 
artillery shell with the velocity of the 
solar system: through space would, ac- 
cording to Kippax, penetrate a sheet 
of steel four city blocks thick, 

Js our great family journey through 
space along ea straight road, or is it 
revolying around some greater body, 
even as the earth revolves around the 
sun and the moon around the earth? 
The astronomer tells us frankly that 
if the sun has an orbit its curve as yet 
defies detection, 

Star Cluster In Hercules. 

A faint idea of the stupendous num- 
ber of stars that dot the sky and the 
singgering distance that separate them 
from our earth may be obtained from 
a fnezy Uttle speck of light in the con- 
stelluthon of Hercules. It ig visible 
ro the unaided eye only on the clear- 
est nights; bue train a high-powered 
telescope an it and you will see one 
of the finest star clusters In all the 
heavens, 

Ritchey's photograph of this cluster, 
taken with the big Ginch Mount Wil 
son reflector, discloses that it 18 made 
up of more than 0,000 stars, very 
muny of them as big and as bright as 
our ayn sun, How far away they are 
cannot be sald, for they are too re- 
mere for measurement with the finest 
instruments yet devised, It js cer- 
tin, however, that they are at least 
so distant that the light coming to the 
earth fram them this year may have 
started on {ts hurtling journey through 
space uhuitt the time of Josbua’s con- 
quest of Jericho, 

A glance to another spot in) the 
tirmminent will afford a weuk sugges- 
tion of the tremendous age of the unt- 
verse, The central star of the sword 
of Orion appears to the nuked eye as 
merely a dim little fellow that might 
be passed without a thought. But 
Aa telescope discloses it as the most 
maxnificent nebula in the heavens. Its 
diameter is thought to be 20,000,000 
times greater than that of our sun. 

When the sweet singer of Israel 
sang that “the heavens declare the 
glary of God and the firmament shew- 
eth His Handiwork,” he had never 
seen more thon 5,000 stars. With the 
latest Mount Wilson reflector 300,000,- 
000 write themselves upon the photo 
graphic plate.
